THE  PASSING 


THE  NEGRO  PROBLEM  IN  THE  USA 

At  one  time  the  white  people  in  the  United  States  were  able  to 
put  aside  the  negro  problem  as  if  it  did  not  exist.  They  can  do 
this  no  longer.  The  negro  through  legislature  has  received  his 
demands  for  equality  with  the  white  man.  But  he  still  has  several 
barriers  to  overcome  before  he  will  be  accepted  on  an  equal  basis. 
The  main  problem  facing  the  negro,  one  that  he  has  faced  since 
his  freedom  from  slavery,  is  social  inequality.  Another  problem  is 
his  lack  of  inequality.  Perhaps  a  more  immediate  problem  facing 
us  today,  and  one  that  threatens  to  wipe  out  what  gains  he  has 
made,  is  the  method  in  which  the  negro  is  trying  to  gain  social 
equality  and  an  identity. 

The  one  problem  that  southern  aristocrats  feared  most  when 
they  released  the  slave  population  was  the  loss  of  different  social 
levels  between  the  white  and  negro.  The  negro  has  gained  equality 
under  the  law  but  he  still  has  not  received  social  equality  with  the 
white  man.  He  lives  in  slum  dwellings  and  works  at  leftover  jobs 
that  white  men  would  not  do.  He  is  not  accepted  on  an  equal 
basis  with  the  white  man  in  his  social  life.  Inter-marriage  is  con- 
sidered taboo  between  the  two  races.  This  problem  of  social  in- 
equality leads  us  to  his  next  problem  —  his  lost  identity. 

The  negro  is  ashamed  ot  his  colour  and  of  his  ancestors.  He 
is  seeking  a  new  identity  as  he  tries  to  imitate  the  white  man.  The 
negro  can  now  go  to  special  beauty  parlors  for  men  or  women,  to 
have  his  curly  hair  straightened  by  special  techniques.  It  then  can 
be  shaped  into  any  one  of  a  number  of  hair  styles  popular  among 
the  white  men  and  women.  Instead  of  being  proud  of  his  colour 
and  of  his  ancestory  he  denies  them  and  tries  to  be  a  white  per- 
son. This  is  his  mistake,  for  the  white  people  will  someday  accept 
the  negro  on  an  equal  basis  as  a  different  race  but  never  on  an 
equal  basis  because  he  claims  to  act  and  live  like  a  white  man. 
These  two  problems  of  lack  of  identity  and  social  inequality  lead 
us  to  his  next  problem  —  his  method  of  revolt. 

At  first  his  way  of  revolt  was  quiet  and  non-violent.  Men  like 
Martin  Luther  King  led  quiet,  peaceful,  protest  marches.  Because 
these  protest  marches  did  not  solve  the  negro's  problem  fast 
enough  he  turned  to  violence  and  riots.  The  best  example  of  this 
is  the  Detroit  riots  last  summer  and  the  Harlem  riots  a  few  years 
ago.  The  peaceful  organizations  led  by  men  such  as  Doctor  King 
have  turned  into  organizations  such  as  the  Black  Power  which 
advocates  violence  as  a  means  to  its  end.  These  have  only  caused 
to  inflame  the  white  people  and  to  make  them  think  twice  about 
freedoms  that  they  have  already  given  the  negro.  Many  white  people 
who  said  that  the  negro  should  have  equality  now  look  upon  him 
with  distrust  because  of  these  riots. 

These  are  only  a  few  problems  that  have  arisen  because  of  the 
negro  in  the  United  States.  And  although  there  are  many  more  I 
think  the  people  in  the  United  States  can  start  to  look  for  a  peace- 
ful co-existence  among  themselves  only  after  the  problems  of  social 
inequality  among  the  races,  an  identity  for  the  negro  and  the 
negro's  method  of  revolt  have  been  solved.
